Snow Warnings 
Out in Texas 


Heavy snow warnings 


were issued for broad 
areas of Northwest, North 
Central and West Texas 
today as snow fell steadily, 
sometimes mixed with 
freezing rain, to glaze the 
highways and snarl traffic. 


The Texas Highway 


Department reported three 
to four inches of snow in 
Scurry County and two to 
three inches in other areas 
west of Abilene. 


LBJ Traverses Steps 
Of Familiar Capitol 
For Last Time Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation's capital 


said farewell today to Lyndon B. Johnson in the 
Congress he served for 23 years and the church 
he attended as the 36th President. 


"The years will be lonely without him," 


eulogized a close friend, Marvin Watson, 
minutes before the coffin was carried off to 
burial in the Texas hill country. 


But first, in radiant sunshine, it was borne 


from the halls of his beloved Congress to four 
bursts of "Ruffles and Flourishes" and "Hail to 
the Chief" from a Coast Guard band as some 
2,000 people stood in total silence on the Capitol 
grounds. 


Then, at the National City Christian Church, 


came a final tribute from Watson, the late 
President's appointments secretary, and the 
rector, Dr. George Davis. 


Watson spoke of Johnson's "devotion to his 


country" and his "restraint in the uses of 
power," while Davis said "for him, religion was 
life." 


Ladybird Johnson sat in a front-row seat, 


touching her eye once with a handkerchief. 
Alongside were the Johnson daughters, Luci and 
Lynda; their husbands, Patrick Nugent and 
Charles Robb; and grandson Patrick Lyridon 
Nugent. The 5-year-old boy fidgeted. His father 
smoothed his hair. 


President Nixon and his wife Pat sat on an 


aisle. 


Through the long night the coffin had lain in 


the Capitol Rotunda, between the House, where 
Johnson served a Texas district from 1937 to 
1949, and the Senate, where he sat from 1949 to 
1960 and over which he presided as vice 
president until 1963. 


Johnson died Monday at his Texas ranch at the 


age of 64. 


Thousands of ordinary Americans, many of 


them dressed casually, drifted past the coffin to 
say goodby. 


Mrs. Johnson, smiling serenely and her head 


held high, walked 15 paces behind, followed by 
the rest of the former President's family. Little 
Patrick Nugent raised his hand to his forehead in 
salute, blinking his eyes in the sun. Nine years 
ago, another small boy, John John, offered a 
similar salute at the funeral of his father, 
President John F. Kennedy. 


The military pallbearers eased the coffin 


Ihrough the rear of a hearse for the halfmile 
drive to the church. 


Inside the packed church sat members of 


Congress and Supreme Court justices, black civil 
rights leaders, Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower, the 
Nixon daughters, Sen. George McGovern, 
Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, former Japenese 
Premier Eisaku Sato, Robert S. McNamara—a 
cross-section of friends and official acquain- 
tances. 


Following the service the coffin was carried 


from the church to the strains of "America, the 
Beautiful." The procession stopped for "Hail to 
the Chief." Then as the coffin was borne to the 
hearse Mrs. Johnson and her daughters said 
goodby to President and Mrs. Nixon. 


Moments later, the motorcade began a final 


passage through Washington streets and on to 
Andrews Air Force Base in suburban Maryland 
where an Air Force jet would carry the coffin 
and the family home to Texas for the afternoon 
burial. 


Johnson's silvery, flag-draped casket had been 


lain upon the Lincoln catafalque at the Capitol 
after a Wednesday afternoon procession that 
began near the other landmark of his power, the 
White House. 


Mourners had lined the march route five and 


ten deep as Johnson was borne in stately 
military splendor up Constitution Avenue 
Wednesday. Even greater numbers, perhaps an 
eventual 30,000 filed somberly past his bier 
following a brief, solemn ceremony marked by 
the presence of his old colleagues in the Senate 
and dozens of other dignitaries. 


President Nixon, who only hours before had 


proclaimed the Vietnam peace which had eluded 
Johnson so long, rode in the state procession 
behind the horse-drawn caisson. Inside the 
Capitol, he took Mrs. Johnson's arm as she heard 
her husband eulogized as a man "whose am- 
bition for himself was nothing compared to his 
ambition for America." 


"He gave me one guiding principle," said J.J. 


Pickle, Johnson's home congressman. "He said, 
'When you vote, vote for the people.'"

Asphalt Overlay Work Begins

said Thursday^ the asphalt 
overlaying of streets under 
Revenue Sharing Project No. 1 
begun Tuesday will be completed 
by the end of next week. 


Hable & Sons Construction 


Company Tuesday began the one- 
and-a-half 
inch 
asphalt 


overlaying on North Beaton from 
Second Avenue to just south of 
Post Oak Creek bridge, Ballenger 
said. 


Overlaying was completed 


Wednesday on North Beaton, a 
section of First Avenue from 13th 
to 15th Streets, and most of a 
section of Collin Street from 13th 


to 15th Streets, Ballenger said. 


Since the asphalt can't be laid 


on wet streets, work will resume 
Monday, Ballenger said, with 
Collin Street from 15th to 18th 
Streets and Sixth Avenue from 
13th to 18th Streets scheduled to 
be resurfaced next.

FLAGMEN will be out to divert 
traffic around the construction, 
but traffic will be free to move on 
the resurfaced roads as soon as 
each 
work site is free of 


machinery.

Kit Wins Again 


For the second consecutive year Daily Sun staff member Kit 


Bauman has been named a major prize winner of the Austin 
Headliners Club's prestigious Charles E. Green Journalism 
Awards. 


Bauman, who was named Sports Editor in June, 1972, was 


notified Thursday by the Headliners Club he had won second 
place in the "political affairs" category which carries with it a 
$100 cash prize and certificate. 


His winning entry was a story which appeared in The Daily

A genetic change which gave 


man a disease allowing him to 
survive in the malaria-infested 
jungles of Africa through the 
ages is believed to be the reason a 
"sickle cell trait" is likely to be 
found 
in one 
of ten 
black 


Americans, according to Patrick 
Cuviello, laboratory director at 
Navarro 
County Memorial 


Hospital. 


Cuviello spoke to a group of 


about 28 people at Crockett Day 
Care Center Tuesday night about 
"Sickle Cell Diseases, Causes 
and Symptoms". Discussion 
after the speech touched on ideas 
on abortion and legislation 
requiring tests for sickle cell 
disease before a marriage license 
may be issued. 


"We don't know exactly when it 


took place," Cuviello said, "but 
somewhere back we discovered 
that, in Africa, children had 
severe anemia. It is also well 
known that in Africa there was 
lots of malaria." He said it was 
learned that people with normal 
hemoglobin (a substance in 
blood) were more likely to be 
infected with malaria, while 
people with sickle cell genes were 
not susceptible to malaria. 


Cuviello said sickle cell disease 


is a mutation 
which was 


necessary for man to survive in 
Africa. 


CUVIELLO NOTED that when 


African people with sickle cell 
traits married the probability of 
having severely anemic offspring 
was about 25 per cent. These 
offspring usually died of sickle 
cell anemia before they were old 
enough to marry. 


The probability of offspring 


from the carriers being normal 
was also about 25 per cent, he 
said. However, many of these 
offspring 
with 
normal 


hemoglobin soon died of malaria. 


"Thus, the biggest part of the 


African population had the sickle 
cell trait," Cuviello said. 


"Sometimes, survival of the 


fittest means that the mutation 
must take place (for the species) 
to survive," the laboratory 
director said. He noted as an 
example 
that 
insects 
have 


mutated through the years to the 
point that toxic DDT does not kill 
them as it did in years past. He 
said also that when penicillin was 
first discovered there were many 
people cured of diseases by using 
it. But bacteria have mutated 
through the years so that these 
diseases have developed a 
resistance to penicillin; the 
change allowed the bacteria 
strains to survive. 


IN THE SAME MANNER, he 


said, sickle cell traits were 
conducive to survival against 
malaria in Africa. There are two 
types of sickle cell disease: The 
mild form, "sickle cell trait", is 
likely to be found in one of ten 
black Americans. The more 
severe form, sickle cell anemia, 
is likely to be found in one of 
every 400. Some Caucasians, 
particularly those whose an- 
cestors 
come 
from 
the 


Mediterranean area, the Middle 
East, and parts of India, may 
also have either form of the 
disease. 


Cuviello noted that sickle cell 


disease is not contagious. This 
hereditary disease is something 
people are born with and it 
cannot spread from one person to 
another like a cold or measles. 


He said normal healthy red 


cells of the blood are round, 
shaped like a doughnut, and this 
shape allows them to flow easily 


in the blood stream. The red 
blood cells carry oxygen to all 
parts of the body including the 
brain, the lungs and the kidneys. 
Sickle cell disease causes the 
blood cells to collapse and 
become very rigid and sickle- 
shaped. As the sickle-shaped 
cells travel through the small 
blood vessels, they. accumulate 
there and stop the blood flow to 
some organs, cutting circulation 
off. This loss of circulation is 
quite painful and is known as the 
"crisis" period. The patient can 
be given oxygen and a blood 
transfusion to help get over the 
crisis, but the patient usually dies 
by the time he reaches his 
teenage years. 


SYMPTOMS 
OF SICKLE 


CELL anemia include a pale 
appearance, and the patients are 
often tired and short of breath. 
They have pain in their arms, 
legs, back and abdomen. They 
lose their appetite, and their eyes 
take on a yellow cast. Their joints 
swell up, and usually their bodies 
do not grow and develop as fast 
as they should, he noted. 


Cuviello said it is important 


that children be tested early in 
life to determine whether or not 
they have sickle cell disease. He 
said it is tragic when parents 
bring their children for treatment 
after there is almost no hope for 
the child. Early treatment can 
lengthen the life span of these 
unfortunate children, he said. 


He also noted that people 


planning to get married should 
get tested so they will "know 
what to expect if they are 
carriers of the disease and be 
able to decide whether or not to 
take a chance on having diseased 
offspring. They should ask 
themselves if they want to 
gamble 25 per cent of the time or 
would it be better to adopt 
children." 


One member of the audience, 


Bazelle Lee, asked if the severity 
of the sickle cell disease problem 
would 
warrant 
making 


examinations for the disease 
mandatory, just like vaccinations 
are now required. 


"In my opinion, yes", Cuviello 


said, adding that he thinks it 
should be a requirement before a 
marriage license is issued. He 
said the test is necessary to 
protect the offspring from the 
deadly disease. 


LEE THEN ASKED what the 


possibility is of getting legislation 
passed requiring the sickle cell 
disease test before marriage 
licenses are issued. 


"The chances may be better 


than you think," Cuviello said. 


During discussion, one woman 


asked if it would be grounds for 
therapeutic abortion if evidence 
indicated the offspring would 
have sickle cell anemia. 


Cuviello said that, now that we 


have a new interpretation of the 
abortion law in Texas, if it were 
proven that the fetus was infected 
with sickle cell disease, it would 
be grounds for therapeutic 
abortion. He said the fetus cannot 
be tested, however, until the 
blood system is formed. 


Also during the meeting, Mrs. 


Eleanor Evans, nurse and social 
worker 
of 
the 
Headstart 


program, said 192 people have 
been tested for sickle cell disease 
in a group testing project started 
recently. She said 14 people in the 
group were found to have the 
recessive sickle cell trait and 
some of the brothers and sisters 
of people tested are victims of 
oiuKle cell disease. 


Mrs. Evans 
said she is 


organizing groups of people who 
wish to be tested. The groups get 
a discount price for the testing at 
Memorial Hospital and Cuviello's 
laboratory.

Citizens Mum in Public Hearing on $11.455 Million East Highway 31 Project

Neither objections nor specific 


suggestions were voiced by 
citizens at the public hearing 
Wednesday 
concerning the 


proposed expansion to four lanes 
of State Hwy. 31 from west 
Corsicana to the Hill County line. 


The public hearing was held in 


accordance with state and 
federal laws requiring Texas 
Highway Department officials to 
acquaint the public with proposed 
construction 
and 
consider 


testimony of citizens offering 
suggestions and criticisms of 
proposed routes. 


The expansion of Hwy. 31, as 


explained by Assistant District 
Engineer Bob Yielding of the 
Texas Highway Department, will 
begyi at the intersection of 34th 


Street and West Seventh Avenue 
and follow the existing right-of- 
way of Hwy. 31 through Dawson 
to the Hill County line. Yielding 
said the 21.5-mile proposed 
project is estimated to cost 
$11,455,000, with the state and 
federal governments dividing 
highway construction costs. 


YIELDING SAID it is im- 


possible to determine when 
construction might begin. He said 
preliminary plans for con- 
struction compiled by the 
resident engineer's office in 
Corsicana must first be approved 
by, the 
Federal 
Highway 


Administration in Washington 
and the state engineer's office in 
Austin. 


Then, Yielding explained, the 


project must be included in state 


and federal budgets before 
"preliminary 
engineering" 


begins. 
( " P r e l i m i n a r y 


engineering" includes preparing 
a detailed right-of-way map of 
each portion of land acauired by 
the State along the route.) 


Navarro County and the State 


have signed a contract agreeing 
to share equally the cost of 
preliminary engineering and 
right-of-way land acquisition and 
relocation costs of property 
owners, their buildings and 
utility lines, Yielding said. (The 
Federal government pays for 
half the construction costs.) 


Yielding said the major results 


of the highway expansion will be 
to reduce traffic hazards and 
improve traveling convenience.

estimating reduction of the 
traffic fatality rate on the 
widened highway by one-fourth to 
one-sixth. He said the traffic 
accident rate will be reduced 
from 
one-half to one-third 


because the divided highway, 
separated by a 54-foot median, 
will reduce headlight glare, and 
narrow bridges will be widened. 


The right-of-way of the existing 


highway was determined the 
most feasible for the expanded 
highway to follow, Yielding said. 


The preliminary design of the 


proposed expansion was outlined 
under three sections by the 
assistant engineer: 


(1) In Corsicana on West 


Seventh Avenue from the in- 
tersection of 34th Street to the 
intersection of 45th Street, all 
existing 
pavement will be 


removed, the grade will be 
lowered to improve drainage and 
a 64-foot wide, four-lane highway 
separated by a 16-foot median, 
including curbs, gutters and 
storm drainage facilities, will be 
constructed. Yielding said no 
right-of-way land will need to be 
purchased. 


(2) On West Seventh Avenue 


from 45th Street to the City limits 
the highway will include four 12- 
foot lanes separated by a 14-foot 
median with six-foot shoulders on 
each outside lane. 


(3) From the City limit west- 


ward to the juncture of FM 55, an 
additional two lanes will be 
constructed to follow the existing 
highway on its south side to avoid 
interfering with water lines from 
Navarro Mills Reservoir to 
Corsicana. At FM 55 westward to 


the County line the additional two 
lanes will be constructed on the 
north side of the existing high- 
way. 


The new highway will be 


divided by a 54-foot median, and 
construction will require taking 
80 feet of right-of-way land on the 
south side of the existing highway 
to FM 55 and on the north side to 
the County line. 


F.M. Simmons, district right- 


of-way engineer with the Texas 
Highway Department, said three 
businesses, six residences in- 
volving 24 people and one church 
will have to be relocated by the 
State because of the highway 
construction. Simmons explained 
in detail the process affected 
property owners must follow to 
be compensated for property 
acquired. 


None of the property owners 


present complained about the 
proposed acquisition in the public 
hearing.

ANGUS—A group of more than 


30 Angus residents gathered at 
the town's Community Center 
building last night in anticipation 
of a "closed" City Council 
meeting called by Mayor Aubrey 
Smith. But the mayor, along with 
two other councilmen, failed to 
arrive—apparently due to an 
injunction issued by Judge Don 
Nicholson against holding the 
meeting closed to the public. 


The crowd began to arrive at 


the Community Center—used for 
council meetings and other city 
functions—around 6:30 p.m. 
Among the group were three 
Angus City Council members- 
Mrs. Betty Gallagher, Oliver 
(Pete) Crespo and Edgar Eliot. 
Councilmen who were not present 
included Charles Metzler, J.T. 
Smith and Mayor Smith. 


The people milled about outside 


the Community building or talked 
in small groups. Some said they 
saw Mayor Smith's car pass by 
without stopping but, the next 
morning, when Smith was asked 
if he had been in the vicinity of 


the building, he said, "No. I was 
just told a bunch of people were 
up there." 


ASKED WHY HE DID NOT 


attend the meeting—which he 
called—Smith said, "I was issued 
a restraining 
order by the 


District Judge." Smith also 
commented that he just didn't 
want to get up there (at the 
meeting) in all the "mud slinging 
and dissension." He called the 
citizens who gathered at the 
community building" a bunch of 
gripers." 


Smith said the next meeting of 


the Council will be on the regular 
date in February.

notices of meetings must be 
posted at least three days before 
the meeting, except in an 
emergency. 


ATTORNEY

DAWSON said Wednesday there 
are provisions which allow 
periodic conferences among staff 
members of governing bodies, 
but "only for the purpose of in- 
ternal administration and no 
matters of public business or 
agency policies that affect public 
business will be acted upon." 


The injunction, which was filed 


at 2:30 p.m. Thursday, is valid 
until 9:30 a.m. Jan. 29, when a 
hearing will be held on the 
matter. 


Shortly after 7:30 p.m., when it 


became apparent that Mayor 
Smith would not show up for the 
called meeting, the Angus

Community Center for an in- 
formal meeting of their own. 


DEPUTY BRYAN DUNAGAN 


was present, apparently in case 
of any physical violence, which 
has nearly errupted on at least 
one occasion, mainly due to the 
differences of opinion on the sale 
of beer in the town. Dunagan 
said, "I just want to listen." 


Once the crowd was seated 


inside the building, Councilman 
Crespo took-the floor and urged 
Angus residents not to let the City 
take over the town's water supply 
company. Crespo said "I stand 
for the honesty of the people. 
Don't let these people walk over 
you." 


Crespo assured the group that 


"your water system is in very 
good hands" and said "Let it stay 
that way." 


Attorney Glenn Sodd walked in 


during the meeting and spoke to a 
small group of those present. He 
told them the restraining order 
apparently kept the Mayor and 
other councilmen away from the 
meeting. He said action will be 
taken "if they have a meeting in 


closed session." 


He said if they hold a meeting 


for other than three reasons 
(listed previously), "they will be 
in contempt of court." 


Sodd discussed with a portion 


of the group the possibility of 
drawing up city ordinances, 
including one making it man- 
datory 
for 
the Council to 


recognize citizen comment at 
meetings. 


During the meeting, Mrs. Joe 


Edens suggested that everyone 
stand and give their name and 
address. The majority of those 
present were older residents of 
the town.
